California. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated population, 
2,019,519. Total number of deaths reported to the state board of 
health, 2,856, including diphtheria 46, enteric fever 57, measles 11, 
scarlet fever 12, whooping cough 5, smallpox 1, and 397 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Connecticut — Bridgeport. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated 
population, 100,000. Total number of deaths, 106, including diph- 
theria 4, scarlet fever 1, enteric fever 2, measles 2, whooping cough 1, 
and 11 from tuberculosis, Cases: Diphtheria 11, enteric fever 8, scar- 
let fever 8, measles 36, and phthisis pulmonalis 10. 

Iowa — Davenport. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 42,000. Total number of deaths 7, including diphtheria 1, and 
5 from tuberculosis. Cases: Enteric fever 7, scarlet fever 2, diphthe- 
ria 8, measles 70, whooping cough 4, and tuberculosis 7. 

Kansas. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated population, 
1,470,495. Total number of deaths from contagious and infectious 
diseases, 106. Causes of death: Tuberculosis 56, enteric fever 23, 
diphtheria 23, scarlet fever 4. Cases: Tuberculosis 85, enteric fever 
91, diphtheria 171, scarlet fever 186, smallpox 197, and measles 42. 

Massachusetts — Worcester. — Month of November, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 147,084. Total number of deaths, 176, including 
enteric fever 4, measles 1, scarlet fever 1, diphtheria 10, and 16 from 
tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 75, scarlet fever 24, enteric fever 13, 
measles 2, tuberculosis 28, and whooping cough 7. 

Month of December, 1908. Total number of deaths, 176, including 
whooping cough 1, diphtheria 2, and 18 from tuberculosis. Cases: 
Diphtheria 62, scarlet fever 27, enteric fever 7, measles 2, tuberculosis 
30, and whooping cough 6. 

Montana. — Month of November, 1908. Estimated population, 
280,000. Reports to the State board of health show as follows: Total 
number of deaths, 309, including diphtheria 13, enteric fever 17, 
scarletfever 8, smallpox 1, measles 1, and 25 from tuberculosis. Cases: 
Diphtheria 95, enteric fever 64, measles 74, scarlet fever 159, and 
smallpox 60. 

Nebraska — Lincoln. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 60,000. Total number of deaths, 37, including diphtheria 3, 
scarlet fever 1, and 1 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 11, scarlet 
fever 7, and smallpox 2. 

New Jersey. — Month ended January 15, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 1,183,669. Total number of deaths, 3,164, including enteric 
fever 21, measles 33, scarlet fever 23, whooping cough 21, diphtheria 
65, and 379 from tuberculosis. 
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New York— Bufalo.— Annual report for the year 1 908. Estimated 
population 410,000. Total number of deaths 6,052, corresponding to 
an annual death rate of 15.13 per 1,000, including tuberculosis 530, 
diphtheria 74, measles 32, scarlet fever 92, enteric fever 84, and 48 
from whooping cough. Cases: Tuberculosis 740, enteric fever 455, 
diphtheria 644, scarlet fever 2,265, measles 1,919, whooping cough 
535, and smallpox 6. 

Month of December, 1908. Total number of deaths 480, including 
diphtheria 13, scarlet fever 16, enteric fever 7, and 33 from tubercu- 
losis. Cases: Diphtheria 87, enteric fever 33, measles 36, scarlet fever 
329, whooping cough 18, and tuberculosis 61. 

Saratoga Springs. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion 11,822. Total number of deaths 28, including 4 from tuberculosis. 

Ohio — Toledo. — Month ended December 31, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 187,453. Total number of deaths 158, including enteric fever 
7, diphtheria 7, scarlet fever 2, and 15 from tuberculosis. Cases: 
Diphtheria 37, scarlet fever 13, measles 3, and enteric fever 42. 

Utah. — Month of December, 1908. Reports to the state board of 
health from 27 counties, having an estimated population of 346,873, 
show as follows: Total number of deaths 284, including diphtheria 4, 
enteric fever 5, whooping cough 2, scarlet fever 8, and 16 from tuber- 
culosis. Cases: Diphtheria 88, enteric fever 28, measles 39, scarlet 
fever 110, smallpox 137, whooping cough 81, and tuberculosis 20 (in- 
complete). 

"Wisconsin — Milwaukee.— Month of December, 1908. Estimated 
population, 360,000. Total number of deaths 348, including enteric 
fever 9, measles 3, scarlet fever 2, diphtheria 10, and 42 from tuber- 
culosis. Cases: Smallpox 14, tuberculosis 66, diphtheria 81, scarlet 
fever 88, enteric fever 42, and measles 98.
